THE FIRST BRITISH RIFLE. 


its Bullets Wers Pounded in With a 
Mallet, 


Tho first rifle alopted into the Brit- 
ish service dates from about the year 
18h), when the old Sth Regiment 
which later became the Ritle Brigade, 
was armed with ‘Baker's ritles,” so 
called from the name of the inventor. 
There were two patterns of this arm, 
one with eleven and the other with 
seven the twist of rifling 
turn in 136 inches. The 
weight of the rifle was eight pounds, 
nine ounces, and its three feet
